According to the reporta collected, i 
: he* moat favorable time for teml>e to | 
drop, If Intended for thn June market, 
la between February 16 and MarcL l. 
In order to have lamba drop February 
ir>, the ram ahould be turned with the 
awes about SeptemtMir 15. Lambs 
ilropped before thla date suffer tbe 
hardahlpa ot the winter, and luileaa 
the owoa are Yory liberally fed, do not 
i(«t Bufllcicnt milk to make them grow 
rapidly, Tbaao lamba bacomo more or 
leas stunted aad havo not a plump ond 
11 tractive appearance when marketed. 
There la also a greater posaiblllty for 
Ioaa with tkeao lamba, and a much 
longer aoaaon for koavy feeding with 
tho ewca, making an additional ex- 
pense without a corresponding In- 
crease in weight; while lamba dropped 
after Kebnuiry IS ara leaa lialWe to 
loFs from the moat aevera winter 
weather. 

Thia tremcndoua Ioaa would have 
beuu alraoat entirely prevented bad pre- 
rautlon been taken at tko proper time, 
as the lamba woro apparently strong 
when bora, but afterward perlahod 
from BtarTation. 

It Is an exceptional case when a owe 
hna not aufllrlout milk to at leaat keep 
hiT lamb nllve, If ahe haa been proper- 
ly fed a month previoua to lambing. 
The feed uetd not be expensivo^t la 



Frequently a lamb can be aavod II - 

an attendant la present at tbe proper 
time. Tbe young ewes eBpeoiully often 
require asalstancc in lambing. If a 
ewe does not drop her lamb within a 
reasonable lenRth of time after labor 
pains are noticeable, there Is a cause 
tor the delay. Krequently a lamb la 
coming with its Itfad bent back over 
Ita shoulder, or perbapa twint are com- 
ing together, or some other unnatural 
position. A little manipulatlra ot the 
foPiuK will frequently straigl'ton out 
the uiniculty, thereby aavlDg tho Ufe 
of the lamb, and not t af »o< aaB U y that 
of the ewe. 

Some ejea refuse to own their 
Iambs, and o'ber ewea refuao to let 
the lambs nurse. Some ewaa will ac- 
cept Bt range lambs. When a ewe loses 
her lamli it In adviKolilo to keep up 
her milk flow by milkinf;, as she will 
frequently accept a atrango lamb If it 
Ib given to her soon aftur lamblnR. 
FVegiiontly a set of triplets or twins 
are dropped by a ewe and she has not 
sumcient milk to iiourbb all. If thO 
owe that has lost her own lamb ts 
placed in a close pen and away fio a 
other 8be<>p she will readily adopt one 
of the twins or triplets, thereby rals- 
InR a Rood lamb lubtead of running 
Idle and becoiniiig too fat for breeding 
tho following aeaaon.
